MATTERS. field. Take the case of General Shafter in the Santiago 
campaign. His position was difficult and a better man than 

he might have made the sad mistake he made. The time came when he 


MILITARY 


had quickly to decide between directing the campaign himself and turning 
it over to the newspaper reporters under Mr. Richard Harding Davis. 
Decision was not easy. If he decided, in the end, to run things himself we 
must not be too severe upon him. It was an error of the head and not of 
the heart. The fact is that hardly any one at that time, aside from Mr. 
Davis, knew what a competent military commander Mr. Davis is, and what 
superb tacticians his fellow reporters are. General Shafter, let us remem- 
ber, then, was the victim of ignorance that was well-nigh universal. Pos- 
sibly he reflected that he had given something like two score of years to 
the study in hand, and that he had been admitted to be proficient in it 
a very long time before Mr. Davis began to muss up the English language. 
At any rate, we are bound to believe that he thought the matter carefully 
over and came to the honest conclusion that he was a better General than 
Mr. Davis or any of the other young men who were writing compositions 
about war; and if we place a man where he must meet responsibility of this 
sort we should abide by his choice. So, let us make the best of it. We 
may condemn the General for failing to place himself under Mr. Davis's 
guidance, but there is an irritating effectiveness about the measures which he 
took of his own initiative which forbids any official rebuke, Obtuse though 
he may have been, the scandalous fact is that he directed and brought to 
a successful conclusion the most remarkable campaign in history; and, 
incredible though it may seem, our friends abroad who have had more ex- 
perience with armies and war than we have, are firm in the opinion that 
he did magnificentiy. It is not improbable that General Shafter will 
receive credit for what he did long after Mr. Davis has ceased to receive 
credit for what Mr. Davis might have done. 


THE W°* OFTEN wonder if the average voter is as 
VOTER’S stupid as party leaders, orators and writers 
MIND. in genera] would have us think he is. Surely 


they must have detected something in his mental 
processes that leads them to think they can befuddle him in 
the simplest matters. Here we have a campaign by States in 
which State interests are clearly the chief concern; but the 
Republican leaders, from the head of the administration down, 
warn the voter that his vote will be taken to mean that he 
approves or disapproves of the late war. Consider a voter in 
Nebraska, for illustration. He is an honest believer in the 
cause of free silver, yet he was in favor of the war, believes 
that Secretary Alger made an ideal official and favors expan- 
sion. When the President tells him that if he votes for a Free 
Silver Congressman it will be taken to mean that he was 
against the war, against Secretary Alger and against expan- 
sion, will he not feel that his common sense is being outraged? 
There being no place upon his ballot where he can record his 
opinions of these extraneous matters, he will be apt to say of 
any one who arbitrarily infers his views upon them, from his vote 
upon an entirely different matter, that he is a fool. And what about 
the Republican who did not want war and who may believe it was poorly 
managed when it came? Must he, to be consciéntious, vote the Democratic 
ticket? If the Republican leaders say that Democrats in New York who 
approve the war policy of the administration should vote for Col. Roose- 
velt, would they advise Republicans who disapprove of that policy to vote 
for Judge Van Wyck? And if not, why not? Can not a man want honestly 
administered affairs in his own State and hold either of two opinions 
about the policy of expansion? We do not believe the average voter 
is any such child of unreason as these leaders would have us believe. And 
we predict that in more than one State, after election day they will take 
back a great deal of what they have said about him

France does n’t believe it, nor China; the Sultan of Turkey 
does n’t: believe it; and, though the Emperor of Germany concedes that 
the world moves, he believes that Ze is the Purpose back of it But some 
day, as history shows, these unbeliefs get shaken out of nations. Spain 
in this respect, holds a better position just now than the most of her sister 
countries. She has. just learned that the world moves, and that one must 
pay a heavy penalty for not keeping up with the procession. Fortunate!
